British Hold Germans 
London, Apr. I — The British have 
restored their line south of the Som­ 
me in the Luce Valley, a fte r a vigor­ 
ous counter-attack, says the official 
communication issued Sunday a fte r­ 
noon. 
Two strong attacks by the 
Germans on the front from Marcel- 
cave to the Somme were repulsed with ; 
heavy losses to the enemy. 
N orth of 1 
the Somme the Germans, attacking , 
with four waves of infantry, were 
beaten back at all points. 
In the neighborhood of Serre (north 
of the Somme, seven miles above Al- 1 
bert) the British advanced their line, 
tak mg 230 prisoners and 40 machine 
guns. 
The Germans w ere quiescent north 
of the Somme on Sunday, their a t­ 
tacks not being renewed against the 
British front, Field M arshal Haig re­ 
ports from headquarters. 
There was 
considerable fighting, however, south 
of the Somme. The text reads: 
“ North of the Somme the enemy 
did rn* Venew his 
attacks 
to-day. 
Some heavy hostile shelling, however, 
has taken place on different p ar’s of 
this front. 
We secured a few prison­ 
ers and machine guns in local fighting. 
“ South of the Somme a hostile a t ­ 
tack developed in considerable force 
about mid-day south of the main Pe- 
ronne-Amiens road. 
Fighting is con­ 
tinuing in and between the valleys of 
the Lut e and the A vee, where posses­ 
sion of tactful features, woods and 
villages is at pr(%*nt being contest­ 
ed”.

lug again In shifting labor from coin- j 
inunity to community urn! from state to 
state, as In past years; (c) promoting 
fuller co-operation among farmers in I increasing threats 
the 
same 
community; 
(d) 
milking 
available, so fur as possible, high­ 
school boys In rurul districts who have 
had experience In farming and who tire 
not normally regularly or fully em­ 
ployed In farming operations; (e) limit­ 
ing every effort to see that there Is no 
obstacle In the way of the production 
of a larger supply of farm machinery 
and Its fuller use as a supplement to 
hand labor. 


National Army May Help. 
Last year, in spite of all the difficul­ 
ties, tim fanners planted the largest 
acreages In the history of the nation, 
harvested record crops of most linjKir- 
tunt things except wheat, and sue- 
ceeded In greatly Increasing the num­ 
ber of live stock.

of war has asked for power to furlough 
soldiers of the National army lf their 
training permits, so that they may re 
turn to their farms and assist.

America went to war with the Impe­ 
rial German government partly 
be­

London.—Two (I* rmnn officers re­ 
cently handled more than a dozen c a s e s 
of confidential British dbpatcht'S, hut 
they dbl not know lr. 
The story Is one of the many adven­ 
turous Incidents which bef nil that se­ 
lect body of British public servants 
who wear a silver greyhound In their 
buttonhole and are known as king’s 
messengers. 
Many Imagine that any­ 
one who carries dispatches for the 
British government Is a king's messen­ 
ger. 
This Is not correct. 
There are 
only five men who hold commissions in 
that sen ice. 
The others ore merely 
admiralty couriers or war office cour­ 
iers and have no right to the higher 
title. 
The particular messenger who out­ 
witted the two German officers was 
burdened with 17 hags of dispatches 
for a British embassy, nnd he had to 
change trains at night at a station In 
a neutral country. 
Ills heap of bag­ 
gage was near the sleeping compart­ 
ment when his train drew near, but 
there was no porter available. He had 
only put five of the hags into the com­ 
partment when flu* warning whistle 
was sounded that the train was start­ 
ing.

Ile could not let the five hags go with­ 
out him, nor could he leave the other 
dozen on the platform.
